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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on 5/10/2007 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 6-31, 33, 34, 36 and 38-41 allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the invention of a 
light emitting device having an n-doped first layer formed on a light generating region having 
top surface being further away from the light generating region, the light generated by the light 
generating region emits via the top surface, the n-doped first layer having a thickness less than 
10 microns, gas having an index of refraction less than 1.3 being in contact with the top surface, 
and the device is packaged, along with other claimed limitations. Claims 2-4, 6-31, 33, 34, 36 
and 38-41 are allowed due to claim dependency.
